EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with William Hunter on 1/18/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: line 5 of claim 16 has been 
amended to state, "a set of multiple counters to monitor a difference between the first 
register and the second register; and". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record does not specifically teach or 
suggest, individually or in combination, a method for concurrently calculating 
multiple adjustment values for a single register at multiple respective hardware 
stages in a pipeline and updating the register with one of these values, in 
addition to all the other limitations of the claims. 

b. Regarding claims 9, 10, and 16, the prior art of record does not specifically 
teach or suggest, individually or in combination, an apparatus comprising a set of 
multiple counters to monitor a difference between two registers, where the 
counters are each maintained at separate hardware stages of a pipeline, in 
addition to all the other limitations of the claims. The only argument the 
Examiner would be able to make against these claims is by using a rather 
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tenuous interpretation of the definition of "between". The included dictionary 
definition of "between" shows that the term can be interpreted as "serving to 
connect or unite in a relationship" and the usage of "between" (in contrast with 
"among") is to show a one-to-one relationship of items. One might be able to 
tenuously show that each of the two registers is individually monitored for 
differences over time and they each have some sort of common difference 
between them. Nonetheless, this interpretation is unfeasible since the 
specification clearly does not support it and because the context of the claims 
lends itself to that which is specifically defined in the specification. 
Any comments considered necessary by-applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
